EXEGUTIVE COUNCIL IS 


“Statistics of child labor, however 
appalling, are a most inadequate 
method of evaluating the incalculable 
—the effect of child labor upon hu- 
man minds, bodies, and ideals. 

“Child labor robs children of a 
chance to grow, a chance to learn, 
and a chance to dream. It robs them 
of the chance to attain the fullest 
developnient of manhood and woman- 
hood. It leaves thed with a sense of 
the world’s injustice burned into 
their inmost bodies. 

“Children will e better citi- 
zens when the wrong, ‘ef child ‘labor 
is abolished. They will become 
healthier, more capable men and 
women when uninjured by premature 
or overworki Ther will become 
greater men and women when re- 
moved from associations that degrade 
and injure. 

“Child labor is aot essential to 
any industry. An industry which 
cannot be profitably conducted with- 
out using child labor is not necessary 
to society, nad is abhorrent to the 
social conscience. Men and women 
with hearts dosnot wish to encour- 
age or to endorse in any. degree 
those who profit by child labor. But 
often they are placed in the unfair 
position of giving seeming approval 


through patronage because they do 


not havea é¢cess to information that 
will enable htem to act in accordance 
with their sense of justice and their 
conviction of right. 

“It is due to those who earnestly 
desire the welfare of the nation’s 
children that they should have the 
opportunity to help in the conserva- 
tion and protection of the children. 

“It is a most solemn obligation due 
the children that, fall organizations 
‘for human welfare should use every 
available agency to promote human- 
ity’s progress. 

“Therefore, we, the executite coun- 
cil of the American. Federation of 
Labor, as authorized represésftatives | _ 
of the greatest humanitarian move- 
ment of the country, declare that 
any who profits by the toil. of chil- 
dren ,at all, or by the labor of other 
minors required to toil. more than 
eight hours a day, is unfair ahd un- 
worthy of the patronage of e pa- 
triots and e who desire human 
welfare.”

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THE N EW STYLE OF LIGHTING. 


~The “indirect system of lighting 
was invented about five years ago by 
an illuminating engineer in Chicago, 
who, while experimenting to find 
something that would diffuse light 
and yet keep it away from the eyes, 
tried turning the shades on his fix- 
tures upside down. The effect led 
him to see the possibilities of using 
the ceiling as a diffuser of light and 
resulted in his working out the in- 
direct method.

4% By this:method the light is dif- 
fused evenly over an entire room, 
lighting up the corners and enabling 
every one in the room to see equally 
well.
